LETTER FROM THE EDITOR. 

SasTA Crcz,{\V. I.) January 31. 1845. 

I remarked in a former letter, that the 
fruits of this island, abundant as they are. 
have r.o comparison, in value, with oar own. 
Nor are cur advantages, in other respects, 
■over those enjoyed in tropical climates, less 
marked and decided. Sugar, ruin, and mo- 
lasses are the only exportable products of this 
island. Potto Rico adds coffee, and Cuba 
tobacco, to their sugar staple. But each of 
these islands are indebted to us lor the ‘staff 
of life.' We supply them also with salted 
provisions. And for every species of manu- 
factured articles they look either to Europe or 
America. Nor, taking the year through, is 
eveD their climate to be preferred to our own. 
The winter months may be delightfully pass- 
ed here, but lbe islanders are as anxious to es- 
cape from the burning suns of June, July, Au- 
gust. and September, as we are desirous or 
avoiding the frosts and enows of January, 
February and March. 

The planers are now busily engaged in 
makiug sugar. Their wind mills Horn every 
eminence, are plying merrily. We have 
made the acquaintance of several planters, 
from whom we have invitations to visit their 
^stales, tbe drives to which, upon magnificent 
yoad3, shaded by cocoa-nut, tamarind, or- 
ange and lime trees, are exceedingly pictur- 
esque. The cocoa-nut grows from forty to 
sixty feet high, the trunk of which lor thirty 
feet is without branch, limb, or leaf. The 
tree is not only an evergreen, but is lor ever 
bearing, the lowest branches containing the 
Jully-ripe cocoa. The branches, after ripen- 
ing their fruit, ‘go into the sear and yel- 
low leaf,’ and fall to the ground. Above is a 
strata with nearly ripe fiuit, then one with 
fruit halfgrown, and finally another with fruit 
just formed. The tamarind tree is large, 
wiih a leaf like the locust. The fruit grows 
in a pod resembling the Lima bean. The 
orange trees are frequently seen here from 20 
to 25 feet high. They are now intheir glory. 
You can conceive of nothing more beautiful 
than an Orange Grove when the trees, as 
row, are loaded with large yellow fruit, hang- 
ing in clusters of four, five, six, and even sev- 
en to tbe stem. The lemon and lime trees 
ere smaller, but produce almost as abundant- 
ly* 

The mahngony tree grows here also, but 
not as thriftily as in South America. And 
the log-wood, looking as tough and crabbed 
as when seen in front of our Friend Me* 
Cluru’s store, also grows in tlutnp3 by the 



road-side. There is also tbe silk-tree, (the 
largest upon the island.) with a large trunk 
and capricious, but wide-spreading branches, 
which furnish a grateful shade. Tbe cab- 
bage tree, ofunifoimly graceful symmetry, is 
highly ornamental in graves and gardens. — 
The body looks as if it came from a mould or 
turning-latbe. The machined, by its fra- 
grant odors, Invites you to repose under its 
shading brooches. But there is poison in its 
taste ot touch. It bears an apple of such de- 
licious flavor, that tbe temptation to ‘eat 
thereof’ is very strong. But this may not 
be done with impunity. Indeed, if you take 
shelter from a shower under this tree, drops of 
raiD falling from the leaves upon your bands, 
raise blisters. 

You are less exposed to danger and annoy- 
ance from reptiles and insects here than in 
, mosuptb er tro pical .climates . -gT ber a^are^no 
\ venom^^Dolte^crocodilea or alligators here. 
The Lizard abounds, but it is nut only harm- 
less but useful, in tbe war it wages upon 
musquitoes. Root. Stevens, an eminent phy- 
sician, of whom I shall have occasion to speak 
again, who has a favorite seat for study and 
repose, under tbe generous foliage of a tama- 
rind tree, has fixed a shelf to the tree, near 
his bead, where be feeds the lizard, and 
where they, apparently in return for his hos- 
pitality, sit catching and driving oil the mus- 
quitoes, Ac. ice, while their protector remains 
with them. The Centipede, whose bite is 
worse than that of a wasp, crawls into your 
bed or clothes occasionally, but not often.— 
Mosquitoes are ‘plentiful,* (as the negroes 
say.) quite blood-thirsty, and sing as hateful- 
ly as those wo encounter on a Canal Boat 
upon tbe Cayuga marshes. Butif they get 
their infernal fangs into us during tbe day and 
evening, they ore prevented by an impene- 
trable net which curtains our beds, from mak- 
ing night either hideous or horrible with their 
music or their sting. Bui the insect most 
to be dreaded is the Chico, or ‘ Jigger,’ that 
steals imperceptibly into the foot and there de- 
posits eggs which if not seasonably remov- 
ed, produce ‘Elephantiasis,’ a disease which 
dooms the human body to drag a foot and 
leg which, in size and form-, resembles that of 
the Elephant. This insect gets under the 
skin, and in six or seven days the part is en- 
larged to the size of a Pea. If it is then care- 
fully extracted without breaking ihe cover- 
ing which contains the eggs, nc harm ensues, 
otherwise the blood becomes inflamed, and ( 
the foot and leg swell gradually to a frifghtful j 
extent, presenting through fife a disgusting de- j 
fortuity* These deformities are very nume - 1 
rous among the negroes. On a market day, j 
among two or three hundred slaves, jou see J 
thirty or forty cases of Elephamiasis, mostly j 
among the old men and women. I saw a j 
slave yesterday not more than 14 years old, 
with a foot and leg quite as large as that of an j 
ordiaary sized Elephant. The slaves thusj 
aflected are employed in takingcare of cattle, 
sheep. Sec. or doing fight work. 

The Island is now very sickly. An in- 
termittent fever has attacked most of the 
slaves and many while people, but has rarely , 
proved severe or fatal. Such fevers, in for- | 
mer seasons, have been succeeded by lepra- | 
8y. and you see negroes whose fingers and , 
toes have fallen off. I 

My attention was called the other day by I 
Doct. Stevens, to a phenomenon which re*! 
' veals, in a striking manner, the w-isdom and 
' beneScence of Him to whorrt we are indebt j 
ed for all our bounties ar.d blessings.

. densed and returned to us in gentle showers. 

The late Joseph Tuckerman, of Boston, 
who passed the winter of 1837 here, kept ta- 
bles of tbe temperature for the months of 
December, January. February, March and 
April. The mean temperature for Decem- 
ber was 75 3 4 degrees ; for January 7G ; for 
February 77 1-2 ; for March 74; for April 
7G. The highest degree attained by the 
thermometer was 61 1-2 in December, 81 3-4 
in January, 82 in February. 84 1 2 in March 
and 85 in April. The greatest variation of 
temperature, in any day. was in December 
7 1-2, in January 7 1-2, in February 8, in 
March 14 1-2, in April 7 1-2. The ordinary 
daily varidtius of otemperature are from 3 to 
; G or 7 degrees. These changes, unless the 
thermometer is consulted, arc scarcely per- 
ceptible. The atmosphere, while the wind 
comes from the south east, as it does general- 
ly, is truly delicious. Easterly winds are 
: pleasant, nor does a • norther,’ though not so 
safe for invalids, in the least disturb persons 
i in health. 



My bed-room is without window glass, aDd 
although sleeping with the Venetian blinds 
open, I have neither blanket, coverlid or coun- 
terpane upon my bed, aDd very seldom find 
it necessary to draw tbe 3heet over me. The 
nights though warm, are neither close nor 
oppressive, so that your sleep is alike refresh- 
ing and delightful. From this healthful re- 
pose you are aroused at day-dawn by a gun 
from the Fort. From sunrise till break fast 
time you ride or walk yourself into a good 
appetite; after which, for two or three hours, 
there is (he highest and truest enjoyment in 
your Segar and Book. 

There is now quite a Fleet of Merchant- 
men, awaiting the Sugar Crop, in our Har- 
bor. Eight Dauish Barks and Brigs, witb 
one American Ship, two Brigs and two Schoo- 
ners. The brig Eliza, of New York, is now 
l^ ing ^ r C3rg o ,~-^nd J wifijjsaiI| inj tfiy e^or.. six • 
days for New York. Mr. Hill is also loading 
tbe schooner Orizimbo for New York, to sail 
on Saturday. 

The bark Triton of Copenhagen, is a very 
oeautiful vessel. Her gentlemanly comman- 
der, Capt. Poulson, went into the forest and 
laid tbe axe to tbe first .tree for her keel, and 
then followed up the work, directing every 
step, -until with her sails set, and her flag un- 
furled, be stood upon the quarterdeck of as 
fine a vessel as ever left Denmark. She has 
cabin accommodations for sixteen passengers, 
and I really don't know where sixteen persons 
can, at sea, enjoy more luxuries. Mr. Scbo- 
esbro, who is part owner of the Triton, joined 
with Capt. Poulson in an invitation to the 
Americans here, to Tea, the other evening, 
on board. AVe had a row in tbe bay, by the 
bright but mellowed rays of a moon 

“ That scorns the eye of Tnlgar light,” 
with music and melody, before going on 
board. After Tea tbe party came on deck 
and beguiled an hour in tbe ‘ mazy dance.’ 

A day or two afterwards, Capt. Davis in- 
vited us with a party of twenty, to Dinner, 
on board bis ship, tbe Emily. This Dinner, 
graced as the (able was, by several peculiarly 
American dishes, was exceedingly home-like, 
and when • Absent Friends * were remember- 
ed in a glass of generous old Maderia, the 
eyes reflected the emotions of tbe heart. — 
Among the luxuries upon the table, was a 
profusion of Green Marrowfat Peas, from the 
estate of Mr. Laos, a young Scotchman, who 
I "infer, takes great pleasure in regaling his 
friends with delicacies, for ou the following 
day, at tbe table of Messrs. Hill and Walker, 
who, in their bachelor ostablisbmcn’, ’live at 
a bountiful old rate,’ I had the double pleasure ! 
of meeting Mr. Lang and of renewing my 
acquaintance with his fine Marrowfat Peas. 

I have been surprised in visiting the estates, 
at the many little comforts enjoyed by the 
Slaves, and the neatness of most of the negro 
houses. These houses are in a cluster, near 
the Planter’s mansion* Each family has he 
home. The character and habit of each 
family are indicated by the appearance of 
their House. If the man is industrious, and 
the woman frugal and neat, you 6ee a com- 
fortable bed, table, chairs, trunks, &c., with a 
bureau, looking glass, and a variety of simple 
ornaments, all tidily arranged. On the other 
hand, ifthe man is idle and the woman thrift- 
less, the picture is reversed. They have on- 
ly the necessaries of life, and these, neglected 
and dirty, proclaim the wide contrast between 
industry and sloth. 

Mr. Minturn of New York, and Doct. Kel- 
logg of Hamilton, U. C* left us yesterdavTor 
IxeW Orleans. Doct. If, who is much re- 
spected, li?s not, I am 6orry to say, yet real- 
ized the advantages hoped for by a change of 
climate. Mt. Minturn is quite well. We 
parted with them most unwillingly. Of 
some forty invalids from America, now here, 
all but four are convalescent- Miss Dodge of 
New York, is sinking very rapidly. Mr. 
Sears ofBoston. is seriously ill. Mr. Butter- j 
field of Chicago, has been unfavorably affect- 
ed for a week, out is now mending under fa- 
vorable auspices. Mr. Campbell of Phila- 
delphia, who rather lost than gained health 
for the first seven weeks, is now decidedly 
better. 

! Doctors Upson and Moore, the former

ing, aDd tbe latter as the medical attendant of 
Mrs. Livingston ; and Dr. Buckler of Balli- 
1 more, whose Son is very ill, have been ex- 
ceedingly attentive am! kind to all the Amer- 
ican invalids.

Stevens, who is known 
to tbe Faculty all over the world as a most 
Eminent Physician, Patients have all that 
Medical science and experience can do for 
them.

From President Dwight’s Travels. 

Sketch of Ihe I.ifc mid Character of 
FISHER AMES 

In Dedham lived the Hon. Fisher Ames. 
This gentleman was born April 9th, 1758, of 
respectable parents and was educated at 
Harvard College, where he look tbe degree 
of A. B. in 1774. He then commenced the 
study of the law; and soon after be began the 
practice, was regarded as an advocate of 
distinguished talents. In 1788 he was chos- 
en a member of the Convention, for ratifying 
the Federal Constitution. The following 
year he was elected a representative from lbe 
district of Suffolk to the national legislature; 
and was regularly re-elected during the pres- 
idency of General Washington. Id all these 
situations, be distinguished himself by sound 
wisdom, most impressive eloquence, immovj 
able.integrity, and exalted patriojism.^ After 
uia speech cn-thefolec^Tty ofr^k^fog^^ro- 
priations for carrying into effect tho treaty 
with Great Britain, delivered April 28lh. 
1790, one of bis antogonists objected to taking 
the vote, which was to decide the question at 
that lime ; because lbe bouse was borne 
away by tbe power of his eloquence. From 
this period he generally declined public busi- 
ness on account of the imperfect state of his 
health ; yet he several times accepted a seat 
at the council board. This, however was ob- 
viously done to serve his country; not to grat- 
ify himself. He loved retirement; and 
delighted in bis family. For public life, at 
the same lime, he bad little relish. During 
his retirement, however, be never forgot the 
interests ot the dangers of his country. — 
Feeble as he wa9, he published a few 
years before hi3 death, a series of political 
essays, which were then highly esteemed as 
specimens of original thought and superior 
wisdom. Few men havo so much good 
sense as Mr. Ames possessed ; and none with 
whom I have conversed, a mind so ready to 
furnish at every call the facts which should 
be remembered ; the truths which should be 
declared; the arguments which should be 
urged; language in which they might be 
clearly and forcibly expressed; and images 
wtth which they might be beautifully adorned 
His imagination was'perhaps too brilliant, and 
too rich. It would hardly be said, that any 
of the pictures which it drew, were ill-drawn 
or out of place; yet it might, I think, be truly 
said, that the gallery was crowded. The 
excess was not, however the consequence 
either of a defective taste, or a solicitude to 
shine; but the produce of fancy ever creaiive, 
always exuberant, and exerting its powers 
more easily in this manner than in any otoer. 
To speak and wr'te as he spoke and wrote, 
was odIv to permit the thoughts and images, 
which first offered themselves, to flow from 
bis lips or his pen. 

Mr. Ames was distinguished by a remark- 
able and very amiable simplicity of character. 
In circles where any man would have thought 
it an honor to shine, and where he always 
shone with superiot lustre, he appeared en- 
tirely to forget bimseir, and direct all his 
observations to the entertainment of tbe com- 
pany; and lbe elucidation of the subject. — 
Wherever lie conversed, it was impossible 
to fail of receiving both instruction and delight. 
But tbe instruction flowed not from the strife 
oftalents, nor the ambition of being brilliant. 
Whatever was the field of thought, he expan- 
ded it; whatever wa3 theme of discussion, he 
gave it a new splendor: hut the manner in 
which he did both showed irresistibly, that 
they were the most obvious and the lea9 
laborious employments ofsitcli an understand- 
ing and such a fancy* 

His moral character was still more estima- 
ble. His integrity appeared to be direct 
wiiliou t effort, and without deliberation; it 
appeared to be straight because it had never 
been warpep: to dictate what was right, be- 
cause it had not learned to do what was 
wrong. His sense of rectitude, both public 
and personal, was not only exact, but delicate 
and exquisite. His patriotism was glowing. 

As a public man, Mr. Ames was an object 
both of envy and praise ; but I should more 
strongly covet his private character. 

Of the inspiration of the Scriptures he was 
firmly satisfied. It ought to be observed’ 
that although he bad read extensively the 
noblest works on the external evidences of 
Revelation, yet the Divine origin of the Scrip- 
tures was most deeply impressed on his raind 
by their contents. ‘No man ’ said he, • ever 
did or ever will become truly eloquent, with- 
out being a constant reader of the Bible, and 
an admirer of the purity and simplicity of its 
language.’ To a mind like his, it was im- 
possible that the dictates of a hook thus regar- 
ded, should bo Indifferent. Accordingly’ he 
professed publicly the religion which it en- 
joins, and adorned his profession with a fife 
irreproachable. Through the great and the 
gay world lie passed without a stain. On its 
follies he looked with pity ; on its splendors 
with self-possession. No opinion, uo practice 
was adopted by him, because it was fash- 
ionable. In the devotions of his closet, and in 
the duties of Christain benevolence, be found 
a satisfaction, which grandeur Tarely knows 
and applause can never confer. Humble, 
sincere, and submissive, he ofien shed, in 
(imate religious conversation, tbe tear of 
contrition, and lamented his waul of fervor 
in his addresses to God. When his end was 
approaching, with a consciousness that it was 
near, he said ‘ I have peace of mind. It 
may arise from stupidity ; but I believe it is 
founded on a bcliefof the gospel* My hope

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Ttlti EXCISE LAW. 

A bill lies passed the Assembly of this 
State, with great unanimity, and there is 
ery reason to believe that it will also pass the 
Senate, essentially modifying the law regu- 
lating Ihe sale of intoxicating Iiquor3. 

The provisions of this bill are in substance 
as follows: 

1. Special towm meetings are to be held in 
the several towns in this State, nn Tuesday 
before tiie first Monday in May, at which 
the electors are to vote b\ ballot, on the ques- 
tion of • license,’ or *nu license.’ 

2. The vole first taken upon ihi-s question, 
is 1o stand for one year at least, and until 
one fourth of the electors of the town shall 
petition the proper authorities, for a second 
trial, when a new election is to be held. A 
new election not oftener than once a year 
may be held to vote upon the question, as of- 
ten as the requisite number of electors shall 
petition for that purpose. 

3. If a majority of the people vole * license’ 
the board of excise are to exercise the same 
powers in granting or refusing tavern licenses 
only os they now have. No grocery’ licenses 
are to be granted. No pay to be required or 
taken for granting any licenses. 

4. If the people vote ‘no license,’ then 
none are to be granted, and the retailer of 
liquors, will be liable to the penalties now 
imposed fot selling liquors without license. — 
Physicians are allowed to prescribe for medi- 
cal purposes- 

5. If the Overseers of the Poor neglect, for 
ten days, to prosecute for the penalties im- 
posed by law for sellmg liquors, any citizen 
may do so, in his own name, upon giving 
security for the costs of suit, in case of a fail- 
ure to rerover. One half of ihe penally goes 
to the prosecutor in such cases. 

This law, if it goes into pflect, will undoubt- 
edly work a great revolution in the business 
of selling ardent spirits. We are so confident 
that Ihe judgment of the people, is ripe, to 
put down the infamous traffic, that we shall 
hail the day. when they shall be permitted to 
take into their own hands, the whole matter, 
as one that will banish from our borders, 
much of the pauperism, crime and taxation, 
which now meet us ot every corner. We 
believe the influences of such a law will be 
highly beneficial to the best interests of tbe 
whole people, <tnd hope, for the good results 
which may follow, to see it speedily enacted 
and put in vigorous and efficient operation.

To Teachers. — Composition, is a branch 
of education meriting much more attention! 
than it has hitberiu received. Nothing is | 
mora common than for individuals to mani- 
fest their regret, for having neglected its rules 
and practice when young. • I can't write a 
letter,’ is an expression which has often fallen 

sorrow from the lips of many persons, in 
other respects, well educated and accomplish- 
ed. It may not be policy for von lo resort 
to any compulsory measures, for iis introduc- 
tion into your schools ; but the efforts of those 
pupils who may be witling lo employ them 
selves in it, should receive your warmest ap- 
probation and encouragement. Not that it 
is indispensable, or perhaps, proper, to recom- 
mend them to engage in it during the regular 
school hours, further than lo observe slated 
periods set apart for reading and criticising 
their productions; for the occupation of so 
much time might contribute to the neglect of] 
other dunes; but. as most scholars have ma- 
ny unoccupied hours, when out of school, and 
at home, it should be strongly impressed up- 
on their minds, that a portion of them might 
very profitably be devoted to this exercise.— 
Scholars are usually averse to engaging at 
first, and of course, all manner of excuses will 
he advanced by them; but none of them j 
shoijhj be heeded; for experience soon render? j; ' 

delightful employment. One of the great 
advantages arising from composition, is, the 
constant demand which it makes upon the 
store of knowledge treasured up from the pur- 
suit of other studies; indeed, it may be con- 
sidered a practical lest which tries tire pupils 
upon them all- It subjects their orlhogra.- 
phy, etymology and syntax for example, to 
an ordeal of the light character. 

Scholars are capable of composing at an 
earlier period in life, than is generally sup- 
posed. Some of our distinguished authors, 
indited many of their works when quite 
voting; and who shall say what some of your 
juvinile charge may not hereafter accom- 
accomplisb, if they are only started! in the 
right direction by your aid and assistance.— 
Happy will it be for them, if you succeed 
in turning their youthful efforts into tbe proper 
channel! 

Some parents perhaps will object to hav- 
ing their children give any attention to this 
subject, on account or the multitude of differ- 
ent pursuits already followed in oor schools 
but you have only to convince them, as above 
hinted, that it is merely a practical applica- 
tion, or review of the others, and their objec- 
tions will be readjlv surmounted. 



For me to lay down any specific rules for 
your observance, would perhaps be altogether 
superfluous. You will find a great variety of 
them io your text books, but, after all, the pu- 
pil’s advancement will depend mostly upon 
your own ingenuity and skill in teaching, in- 
dependent of any formal guides. I woultf 
observe, however, that the loo com moo meth- 
od of originating topics fot each pupil to write 
upon, should be avoided. It is quite as im- 
portant for them to designate they own sub- 
jects, as to write upon them, when selected by 
others.

worthy portion ofthe. free citizens of the Stats 
of New York are directly infringed upon and 
violated, the same being in direct conflict 
with, and utter disregard oft the provisions of 
said Constitution; and wtn-rea3 if is the duty 
of this, and of every other Sidte of tbe Union, 
to watch over and proiect all, and especially 
tfie mo*t valuable and sacred rights of the cit- 
izens thereof, with incessant ard untiring vig- 
ilance, and ever lo mani'esi a promptness and 
determination j 0 assert aud vindicate these 
rights in all lawful ways: 

Resolved, That (the Senate concurring.) 
the Legislature of this Stale do hereby most 
solemnly protest against the said law. so as 
aforesaid passed by the State of South Caro- 
lina. and that Hts Exct llency the Governor 
of New York be and he is hereby requested to 
communicate forthwith upon this subject,, 
with Eiis Excellency the Governor of South. 
Carolina, iransinitiing a copyof the foregoing 
preamble and of this resolution, an I earnest- 
ly fu request of said State 'he reneal of any 
and every provision of said law referredto, tn^ 
consistent with Ihe spirit and. principles of* 
sgid preamble, at tire earliest. possible day.
